As stressed in Mr. Colby's letter, our emergency program 
does comply with Executive Order 11496, as amended, although 
information concerning our organizational components and Sreci tic 
planning is consideted exempt froin reporting requirements, 
Generally, our guidance for emergency planning and the measures 
to be undertaken to ensure continuity of Agency functions is . . 
furnished by the former Office of Emergency Preparedness Circular 
9100.2 dated April 12, 1972. In terms of the requirements set 
forth in that circular, please be advised that: 


a.. The Central Intelligence Agency should be viewed 
as a Category A organization as defined by the circular. 


b. We cannot, for Security reasons, designate the 
categories of our organizational components, 


c. We have three separate cadres, each selected by 
position, providing executive complements to perform 
essential functions during any emergency and to carry 
on continuous leadership responsibilities. 


(1) The Alpha executive complement comprises 
the minimun cadre for leadership within our own 
Headquarters Building during times of emergency.
